REMARKS 


In the Office Action dated February 23, 2004, claims 15, 16, and 17 were rejected, but 
claims 1-14 were allowed along with claims 17, 18, and 19 were indicated allowable but 
depending upon a rejected base claim. The Amendment enclosed herewith cancels the rejected 
claims and places the objected claims to depend from an allowable independent claim.
